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nowned Venice : $0 this handful of Tuſcans bere plan- 
ting and ſettling themſelues are now growne to 4 warlike, 
ſtrong, and populous Nation. Such a fruitfull mother 
of children 1 Necellity begotten by old Time their Fa- 
ther ; that ( as the mother of Cyrus dreamed ) there 
[prings-a Vine in her wombe , by which in time whole 
Countries are ouer-ſhadowed. 

Thu ( ountrey lyeth betweens the Degrees 46.and 44. 
in Latitude : part in Germany,and part i Italy ; dimui- 
ded by the Ridge of the Mountaine Splugen: On thi fide 
they ſpeake Dutch , on the other, Bergamaſque Italian.

\ Bur when as Zambrahad obſtinately and 
impuacatly-denicd both his own hand-wri-

all the circumſtances aforeſaid and that Ro- 
dulphus Planta, with others now dead, had

Anl{werable to this, & much more guiltie 
were found the twoBrothers, Rodulphuy, 8& 
Pompeius Planta, who to drayne the wealth 
fromour Countrey, and draw ir into their 
owne hands, as alſo the chicte Magiſtracic 
and gouernment therof, they hauec by a co- 
partcinory infeoffed themſelues in the 
Lands, and intruded themſclues into the 
Turclage of all our great Widowes and Or- 
phans.

Vpon the 18. of Auguſt a Proceſle was 
framed againlt Pompeius Planta of Zernes, 
dwelling at Paſchalein Donleſch, who long 
beforethe Serence was fled his Country: for 
that it clearely appeared by his owne hand- 
writings, & by Letters of his Brother Rodul- 
phus, and divers witneſles, tharthe faid Pows- 
peimshad viurped vpon the hbertic of his 
Country, & likea falſe Traitour had had (e- 
cret practice with forraine Princes, by which 
the Eon monwealch was broughtinto emi- 
nent loſle, & imminenc precipitation. More- 
ouer, thathee had viurped che ſupreme Ma- 
giltracie in his owne Licutenancy of Forſte- 
nau, which hee procured of the Bulbop of 
Coira for terme of thirtie veeres, contraric to 
the Law and cuſtome of the Countrey, ta- 
king bonds of other Officers preferred: by 
him. to like places of: Magiltracic, not to vn- 
derrake or conclude any. buſtnefle of im- 
poriance without his knowledge, -or of his 
Brother.

He hath boldly coozenedand abuſed ſuch

In conſideration whereof hee receiued a

Letter ) vyhercin he further ſignifies, that in 
caſe his brother vvere nor farisfied wich the 
command of a French company, and that 
their fallhood and double dealing were 
diſcoucred; that then hee:vvould fall from 
France, vader colour of more vrgent rea- 
ſons, the berter to palliatc his falſhood, and 
exculc himſelfe ro neighbour Princes.
